When searching for a name to call our new chapter, 
we decided on Walnut Grove, because the development and 
preservation of this historic village in northern Scott County 
Park, met our Quester goals. Today the three acre site 
includes more than 18 historic buildings, relocated from 
endangered sites from through out the county. 

Our Walnut Grove Chapter devotes many volunteer 
hours toward the upkeep of the Schaff Cabin (c.1837), 
located in the village. We clean the cabin in the spring and 
fall, scrubbing the floors and windows, cleaning the fireplace, 
washing the curtains and planting flowers around the 
foundation. At Christmas, we decorate the cabin for the 
Village Annual Christmas Walk. 

The Schaff Cabin was home for a pioneer family of 
six. They cooked, worked and slept in the cabin’s single 
room. The hand hewn logs chinked with a mixture of clay and 
grass. The Schaff Cabin Is a working cabin regularly used for 
School groups and events.
